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Advocacy group aims to put an end to poverty 


South Coast 
Residents 
Against Poverty 
have taken on 
'a massive problem’ 


There’s a community 
advocacy group in our 
town that wants to end 
poverty. 

No doubt the South 
Coast Residents Against 
Poverty, SCRAP for short, 
have taken on a massive 
problem. 

Putting an end to pov¬ 
erty means big changes. 
And they know it’s no 
easy task. 



They also know they 
are not alone in their call 
to action. 

Many communities 
across Ontario and 
Canada are aligning their 
activities with provincial 
and national campaigns 
like Dignity for All, 
Campaign 2000, Hunger 
Awareness Week, Put 


Food in the Budget and 
Poverty Free Ontario. 

The approach is to be 
local capacity builders 
for the poverty reduction 
work that is already going 

I believe this is the 
ticket to effective advo- 

When communities 
organize and align their 
actions, when they com¬ 
municate the same mes¬ 
sage to the public and the 
media and make the 
same asks of their politi¬ 
cians, it creates a com¬ 
mon agenda. 

Call it solidarity. 

But this kind of sup¬ 
port or capacity building 
is what's needed to bring 
in new policies that will 
ultimately reshape the 
society we live in. 


Since forming last 
January, SCRAP partici¬ 
pated in the Let’s Vote for 
a Poverty Free Ontario 
sign campaign leading up 
to the last provincial elec¬ 
tion; they were active 
during Hunger Awareness 
Week last May and in 
October they participated 
in Dignity for All’s Chew 
On this Campaign. 

They know the root 
cause of hunger is pover¬ 
ty - they work to make 
sure others know as well. 

Their latest initiative 
looks at the stigma of 
poverty, or what some 
would call ‘poor bashing.’ 
Working with their sister 
advocacy groups in St. 
Catharines and Port 
Colborne, this social-jus¬ 
tice minded team of peo¬ 
ple collected examples of 


how individuals are stig¬ 
matized when living in 
poverty. 

Sadly there were no 
shortage of examples, so 
they've chosen three 
issues to tackle first. 

Stopping the stigma, 
encouraging people to 
think about the root 
causes of poverty and 
calling for public policy 
changes. 

I believe this kind of 
action is facilitating a 
paradigm shift that will 
ultimately lead to eradi¬ 
cating poverty. 

A famous anthropolo¬ 
gist named Margaret 
Mead once said, “never 
doubt that a small group 
of committed people can 
change the world. 

Indeed it is the only 
thing that ever has.” A fit¬ 


ting motto for this small 
but mighty group of indi¬ 
viduals. 

If you want to be part 
of the change, join SCRAP 
at one of their monthly 
meetings. 

Beginning in January, 
they will be meeting the 
third Wednesday of every 
month, 11-1:30 p.m. at 
Bridges Community
